1'hc network siartcd more 
than three years ago and 
includes about 45 doctors, a 
good pan of active hospital 
staff. Ironically, it came out of a 
ho.spital board recommendation 
in response to the managed 
care revolution. 

Managed care is defined as a 
type of insurance .system that 
ha.s arrangements with selected 
doctors or hospitals and signifi- 
cant incentives for membert.to 
use th ose p roviders; S uch' svsZ 
terns usually arc marketed to 
employers. 

But the network wants only to 
use the best parts of managed 
care, Wriglit said. That is, giving 
patients choice of and accc.ssi- 
biliiy to doctors, giving doctors a 
major .say over care and not lim- 
iting it based on “latvyers, CPAs 
and the bottom line,” he said. A 
doctor’s “pen" is responsible for 
115 percent of health-care spend- 
ing, such as orders for tests or 
hospitalization.- 
“So we feel a viable physician 
organization was the solution;”' 
he said. “1'hc physician remains 
the patient’s greatest advo- 
cate.” 

After a scries of negotiations, 
the hospital never asked the 
network back to the table after 
last November and Wright 
didn’t know why, Wriglu-said. 

Bennett says there was no 
purposeful termination, They 
didn’t get together again. 

At Wriglii’s request, an infor- 
mational meeting was held July 
30 to introduce the network to 
new hospital board members. 
Later, the board authorized its 
executive commiilcc to negoti- 
ate witl) the group. 

The network has contracted

portion of doctor's fees are - 
and hospital charges would be - 
withheld and placed in a “risk 
pool," Wright .said.

care services, said Bruce 
Donncllt^, Blue Cro.ss progrpm 
'viee president in Boise. 

“It’s always better if the ho.s- 
pitals and physicians and the 
payer can.muiually share the 
risk, it spreads the risk far- 
ther,” he said, The benefit to 
the insured could include a 
mere SIO fee for a doctor’s visit. - 
,Thc hospital agrees. with the 
petwork’s approach to managed 
care, Bingham said. But (hoc 
potcndalxiskhos been an obsta- 
cle to participnrion. It’s nothing 
against the nenvork, he added. 
“It’s just being responsible.” 

“We didn’t sec eye to eye on 
the details,” Bennett added. 
Aind the risk hod them looking 


closer at details to protect com- 
munity interests. 

The key is managing the risk 
with perhaps a cap, Bingham 
said. Me didn’t know how much 
the hoitpita! could gain or lose if 
it panidpaics, saying that may 
depend on how many people are 
enrolled in managed-care plans.

Wright says quality of care 
will improve with the partner- 
ship by promoting pmeritadve 
care, sharing information and 
avoiding duplications. Without 
the hospital's parddpation, the 
doctors arc “orphans” and 
patients could face finandal 
incentives to use other hospi- 
tals, he said. 

On a separate issue, the hos- 
pital Tvill evaluate the network’s 
proposal for a joint venture on 
outpatient surgery and X-ray- 
services being developed by a 
consultant. It shoiddbcri*adyIn~ 
one month. 

Studies have shown doctors 
can provide those sen-iccs at 35 
to 50 percent lower cost than 
hospitds, Wright said. 

Past critics have claimed the 
network may shut out tndepen- ^ 
dent doctors, but Wriglit says if 
they enlisted all doctors in a - 
certain spedality, suchtisxardi: — ^ 
ology, that might break federal 
aniitru.s( law.s.

“We have almost eveiy office 
-in town represented,” he said. 

Managed care and health 
maintenance organizations 
(HMOs), another type of health 
system, are more common in 
urban areas, but arc catching 
on in Idaho. Donnelly says Blue 
Cross managed care covers 
33,000 people, up fitiih zero ax 
years ago, 

Gary Tliicttcn, owner of Idaho 
Home Health in Twin Falls, 
attended the July 30 meeting. 
Although he has criticized paa 
hospital ventures, he says this 
partnership has adtantages.

He’d 
prefer a local doaor dedde his 
care than an out-of-town case 
manager.

Everyone' is'geuirig" 
involved in managed care and if 
you’re not,-you’rc-going to be - 
sitting on the wayside some- 
where in the future.” 

“It’s probably coming and 
tlicra’s going to be a lot of fuss — 
ing and squabbling in this 
process,” Bennett added.

WASHINGTON — The deficit in_thc_ 
broadest measure of U.S. tradtf shrank' 
.sltgltily to S39 billion from April thrnugli 
June as tiie growth of exports outpaced 
ilte incrca.se in imports. 

The imbalance in the U.S. current 
account shrank 2.4 percent from a first- 
quarter deficit of 540 billion the 

Commerce Depanment said today. ,

I — incr'ease-in-niercbandise-expons-to— 
5171.5 billion. At the .same time, mer- 
chandise imports registered a 2.9 percent 
gain ID $218.4 billion. 

'ilie U.S. current account is the broad- 
est measure of foreign trade, tracking 
not only salc.s of goods but aLso services, 
investment flows and foreign aid. 

The improvement in the deficit helped 
mute an overall economic slowdown in 
the second quarter. The gro.ss domestic 
product grew at a healthy 3,6 percent 
pticc following a torrid advance at a 4.9 
IH.TCcm rate in the first quarter. 

'Meanwhile, first-time claims for job- 
less benefits fell by 14,000 last week to- 
the lowest level in a month, the lowest 
level since 304,000 claims were flled dur- 
ing the week ending Aug. 2. 

Many analysts had expected claims to 
dipbyjnst 1,000. 

Responding to the economic reports, 
bond prices fell in early trading, pushing 
up yields on 30-year Treasury bonds to 
6.68 percent Thursday moniing from 6.65 
percent late Wednesday.

"We've had a very active period of 
weather, particularly in Twin Falls,

Rainwater overran gutters and flood- 
ed roads, particularly in downtown 
Twin Falls. The water was deep enougli 
in places along Eastland Drive, 
Kimberly Road, Blue Ltikes Boulevard 
and Addison Avenue to stall cars. Twin 
Falls police said. 

Lightning apparently liit the Twin

Lightning didn’t affect the airport 
directly, althougli one Skywesi Airlines 
night was delayed for about 20 min- 
utes, airport officials said.

“It was all storm-related. Fuses bhiw 
wlicn lightning goes through, and we 
gel tree limbs in power lines,” said 
Idaho Power spokesman Dennis Lopez. 
“It was nothing large. We had scattered 
outages all over.” 

Line crews were hustling to restore 
power, he said, but mure than 1,000 
customers were without power after 
5:30 p.m., lie said. 

Fluctuations in power levels set off 
security alarms in businesses across 
Twin Falls, police said. 

At the Bureau of l.jnd_Management’s_ 
Shoshone office, where the Ughinihg

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SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (AP) — 
South Dakota is poised to 
become chr} only state to take 
advantage of a new way for 
"■Indian tribes ’to nin their own- 
'welfare program.';, a Senate aide 
.said Thursday. 

But concern.s already arc 
being raised about how long the 
money will last. 

Sen. Tom Daschle, D-S.D., said 
Wednesday the Interior Depart- 
ment’s appropriations bill con- 
tains 55 mjllion for the program. 
Barring any unforeseen changes, 
it will survive the legislative 
process, he said. 

The bill could go to a vote 
.early next week. 

A new federal welfare law lets 
tribes run their own welfare pro- 
grams rather than remain in the 
state program. But they either 
need matching state money or 
ilieir own funds to do it, said Boh 
Marlin^ a Daschle aide. 

The program now being debat- 
ed in the Senate would allow 
most South Dakota tribes to run 
their welfare programs solely 
with federal money, he said. 

"It’.s a new deal,” he said, “It's 
limited to South Dakota tribes 


because of the way the language 
is written in the bill.” 

More than 50 percent of tribal 
members in South Dakota arc 
-unemployed, so-thot’s-why-tho - 
state qualifies, Manin said. 

But even if the program sur- 
vives through 19IIB, requesting 
money every year can be risky. 

“There really are no guaran- 
tees, but there are no guaran- 
tees for the states, cither,” 
Daschle said. 

Mike 'Vogel, a division direc- 
tor with the statu Department of 
Social Services, said despite the 
risks, the program will let tribes 
show the federal government 
they arc capable. 

“That probably wouldn’t be 
the best way to do it, but how do 
you get started? That’s the key 
issue, that’s the key thing,” 

Vogel said. "I think having 
this kind of a start is better than 
iiavingnone.” 

Gregg Bourland, chairman of 
the Cheyenne River Sioux tribal 
council, .said he's glad a first step 
is being taken despite the risks. 
Bourland has been closely 
involved in the pushing for the 


“There’s risk involved in 
everything,” Bourland said. "We 
know it’s probably not the total 
solution, but it’s the best solu- 
.tion wo’vc-got riglit-now.and.it-.- 
buys us some time.” 

Under the measure now being 
debated, eight of the nine tribes 
in South Dakota could petition 
the federal government for the 
money because of tbeir high 
unemployment, Martin said. 

State officials have said the 
statu could not afford to pay the 
55 million it needed to spend on 
welfare programs if Indians on 
reservations stayed on state wel- 
fare rolls. 

“Because of that, wc needed 
to assist the reservations to 
bring them up to the Icvel'of 
funding that would allow an 
independent administration of 
the system,” Daschle said. “It 
certainly gives them greater 
independence.” 

Daschle, Gov. Bill Janklow 
and tribal leaders have met sev- 
eral time.s (0 find a way to make 
the system work. 

"I'm hopeful all tribes will 
benefit, it’s just too early to 
tell,” Daschle said. 


Utah regents approve 2.7% tuition hike 


OIUiM, Utah (AP) — Hie Utah 
State Board of Regents approved 
a 2.7 percent tuition increase 
Thursday for the 1998-99 school 
•_year_ai .the_siateX0''112. univeiyi- 
ties ^d colleges. 

It would be tlic'21st increase in 
the last 22 years, 199G-97 being 
the only year there was not an 
increase, but regents said it would 
Iw Uie smallest in more than tsvo 
decades. 

The 2.7 percent hike would gen- 
erate about $4 million in revenue. 

'Ilie increase comes on the beels 
of a 3,8 percent tuition hike 
approved in March for the 1997-98 
academic year. 


Higtier education officials say 
the 2.7 percent increase closely 
reflects inflationary growth as 
measured by the Consumer Price 
Index. Tlie increase must still be 
approve'3 by ilic Uiair State ' 
Legislature and the governor. 

“'nie regents strongly advocate 
that we cannot price Utah’s stu- 
dents' out of the opportunity to 
attend college,” said Kenneth 
Anderton, chairman of the Board 
of Regents. “Wc believe this 
modest increase balances the 
“n<re'd.s‘onhc- students and'the* 
institutions.” 

Since 1978, tuition increases 
have l>een as high ns IS.G percent. 


but in recent years, increases have, 
hovered around 3 percent. 

Tlie 17 percent hike would raise . 
tuition by 558 to 52,210X0 a year 
at the University of Utah, the 
"'state’s most expensive school. By 
comparison, Brigham Young 
University, the state's largest pri- 
vate university, charges Mormon 
students 52,630 a year.

TAyior, who' says he loses 
money on the shoivs, insists that 
watching plays is one of his 
favorite activilic.s, and stems 
from a childhood in Philadelphia 
where acting companies tried out 
their productions before moving 
them into New York City.

And, thanks to Taylor, resi- 
dents can also see good 
Shakespeare in Sun Valley. He .

“It takes about two to three 
minutes to get in sync with the 
language," Taylor said. “Nolxidy 
understands everything in a 
Shakespeare plaL but you 
understand the direction of the 
play." 

The direction of the play is 
enhanced by gestures and move- 
ment by the actors, so it’s rare to 
be lost for long. Tiiose people 
who remember ivith horror read- 
ing Shakespeare won’t find a 
play difficult, according to 
Taylor. 

"It’s meant to be seen,” he 
said.

As a hofsc-craiy youngsiefri must Kave 
watched the mode “National Velvet" at least 
do times. At the time I had no idea that “The 
IPie" was not carrying lovely, violet-eyed 
Xlizabeth Taylor as Velvet BrotsTi across the

Reed, unquestionably the 
dean of North i\merican race track veterinari- 
ans, upon seeing Roberts work with an unbro- 
ken horse at the 1995 meeting of the 
- American A-ssociation of Equine Practitioners, 
described it as “the greatest communication

between man and animal" he had ever seen. 

Queen Elizabeth II, intrigued by a Blood- 
Horse magazine story about Roberts' gentling 
method, invited him to demonstrate his horse- 
manship at Windsor Castle in 1989. As a 
result, all the queen’s horses are now trained 
his way. 

To date, probably the only mortal seeming- 
ly unimpre.ssed with this remarkable method 


was Monty's father. Marvin, who broke horses 
all his- life by -old-fashioned, often crud i^- 
— niques-of bullying animals .iRto.submissioa.-i 
The riolcnt dder Roberts used similar meth- 
ods on Jiis son, but instead of subscrv’icnce, 
the abuse ex-oked resoK-e in the boy to find a 
Iwtter way to create a rdationship wih hors- 
es, based on trust and confidence. His profes- 
sionaliifc, Monty Roberts says, run* in a 
direciioncxacilyoppositcihatofhisfalher. ■ 

The breadth of Roberts’ involvement in the 
horse world is astounding. A |ider at two and 
a Hollywood stunt double at four, he’s made a 
name in rodeo (with national championship 
bell buckles to prove it), thorbu^bred hieing, 
show jumping, polo and equestrian events, all 
the while passing along his knowledge at 
cvccyopportunity. 

In 1954. he was hirdd by the producers of 
“East of Eden" to teach James Dean a few 
cowboy ways. Roberts and his wife of more 
than 40 years, Pat; not only became friends of 

Dean,-buUMttras in the movi e. D e an was dri- 

ring to the Roberts family rjndi when he was- 
killed the next year. 

“The Man Who Listens to Horses” has a 
style that's every bit as graceful as Roberts' 
horse-gentling. He interweaves a fascinaiii^ 
life history with humor, poignance and wis- 
dom. Stories roll out with an ease that makes 
ii'sccm as if he is sitting next to his readers, 
just passing time chatting on a fence rail. 

Two stories are particularly rrening. In the 
first.
